BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Clashes 
between rival Palestinian groups near 
Tripoli have killed nearly three dozen 
persons in the worst outbreak of violence 
since Arab peacekeeping forces entered 
Lebanon’s major cities less than a month 
ago, guerrilla spokesmen said today. 
A Palestine Liberation Organization 
spokesman said at least 35 persons 
were killed and an unknown number 


Gilmore begs 
mother to let 
him be executed 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - His se- 
cond execution date behind him. Gary 
Gilmore begged his mother to let him 
die. 
Because his mother appealed to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, Gilmore spent Mon­ 
day confined to a prison hospital room in­ 
stead of strapped to a chair in front of a 
Utah firing squad. The justices stayed 
the sunrise execution until they review 
transcripts of hearings at which Gilmore 
waived his own right to appeal. 
"Please mom, accept the fact that I 
don’t disagree with the law and the 
sentence that has been imposed upon me 
and I wish to be dead," Gilmore wrote 
Mrs. Bessie Gilmore, Milwaukie, Ore. 
"We all die and it ain’t no big deal." 
While Gilmore pleaded with his 
mother to drop her appeal, the Utah At­ 
torney General’s office worked through 
the night preparing to rebut it. Chief 
Deputy Attorney General Robert Hansen 
said the requested transcripts already 
had been sent to the high court. 
G ilm ore's law yer, m eanw hile, 
prepared to file in state court for his 
release. 
Attorney Ron Stanger said he would 
ask in 4th District Court — the court in 
which Gilmore was convicted of first- 
degree murder and sentenced to death — 
for a writ of habeas corpus.

day night at the Nahr el-Bared Palesti­ 
nian camp near the northern city of 
Tripoli. The dispute underlined the ill 
feeling between the pro-Syrian Saiqa 
guerrilla organization and other Palesti­ 
nian groups. 
President Elias Sarkis, meanwhile, 
conferred with Lebanese political 
leaders today to assemble a new ad­ 
ministration for the reconstruction of 
Lebanon after 19 months of civil war. 
Sources close to Sarkis said the Presi­ 
dent expected to announce his choice of 
Prime Minister within 48 hours. 
Political sources said the President 
was inclined toward a cabinet of 
"technocrats" rather than a traditional 
political lineup of "old faces” — thus 
avoiding the problems of assembling a 
cabinet from among the leaders of 
enemy Moslem and Christian factions. 


Among the visitors to the Baabda 
Presidential Palace today were 
P halangist P arty leader P ie rre 
Gemayel, moderate Moslem Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami, represen­ 
tatives from the leftist alliance and other 
politicians. 
The political moves were coupled with 
efforts to defuse the tension in the 
Tripoli. 
The fighting broke out Monday night 
between pro-Syrian Saiqa guerrillas and 
members of the Fatah organization of 
Yasser Arafat. 
Twenty-five of those killed were 
reported to have been Saiqa members. 
The fighting apparently flared after a 
quarrel between a member of Saiqa and 
a member of the Al Fatah organization 
of Yasser Arafat, in which the Fatah 
man was killed. 


The Fatah man’s family and friends 
then reportedly attack ed Saiqa 
headquarters in the camp, killing 25 of 
the organization’s members, the PLO 
spokesman said. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 
California Supreme Court today ruled 
the state’s new death penalty law 
unconstitutional because it provides no 
specific detailed guidelines. 
The state’s high court made its un­ 
animous decision in light of recent rul­ 
ings by the U.S. Supreme Couut. 
The ruling involved the case of Steven 
Douglas Rockwell, who was convicted in 
Ventura County of murder, kidnap and 
rape of Linda Beth Coverly on May 
11,1976. 
There are 65 men and two women now 
under death sentence in California. 
After finding him guilty, the jury 
failed to reach a verdict at the special 
circumstances phase of the trial and 
Rockwell asked the Supreme Court to 
prohibit a retrial, contending that the 
statute providing for death upon a 
finding of special circumstances is 
unconstitutional. 
In today’s decision, the Supreme Court 
said that because the applicable sections 
of the state penal code "make death a 
mandatory punishment for those 
categories of first degree murder en­ 
compassed by special circumstances ... 
without provision for consideration of 
evidence of mitigating circumstances as 
to the offense or in the personal 
characteristics of the defendant, and af­ 
ford no specific detailed guidelines as to 
the relevance of such evidence in deter­ 
mining whether death is an appropriate 
punishment, they permit arbitrary im­ 
position of the death penalty in violation 
of the Eighth and Fourteenth Amend­ 
ments to the United States Con­ 
stitution." 
In the Rockwell case, the special cir­ 
cumstances alleged were that Coverly 
was murdered to prevent her testimony 
as a witness, that the murder was com­ 
mitted during the commission of a kid­ 
nap and a rape. California law imposes a 
death penalty for persons convicted of 
murder under such special circum­ 
stances. 
In barring a retrial on the special cir­ 
cumstances phase, the Supreme Court 


noted that the sentence of life imprison­ 
ment was proper in such a case since the 
death penalty could not be imposed. 
The court said that California law im­ 
properly requires the death penalty un­ 
der specific circumstances without 
providing for consideration of mitigat­ 
ing circumstances. 
The court noted that several recent 
decisions of the U.S. Supreme Court said 
that death penalty laws "may neither 
make that penalty mandatory nor give 
the'judge or jury charged with determin­ 
ing the penalty absolute discretion in the 
choice of life or death, but must provide 
standards so that the sentencing 


authority will ‘focus on the par­ 
ticularized circumstances of the crime 
and the defendant’.*’ 
The decision was written by Chief 
Justice Donald R. Wright, joined by four 
other justices. A concurring opinion was 
written by Justice William P. Clark, who 
was joined by Justice Marshall McComb. 
In the concurring opinion, Justice 
Clark said, "This court has no choice but 
to invalidate the California law. To save 
the statute, we would have to rewrite it 
under the guise of interpretation, con­ 
struing it contrary to the plain intention 
of the legislature, which we must not do. 
The failure of the United States Supreme 


Court to make itself understood (in a 
1972 case) is regrettable. Because of it, 
California’s good faith effort to enact a 
constitutional capital punishment sys­ 
tem has been frustrated. However, while 
the high court invalidated mandatory 
statutes, it upheld statutes having cer­ 
tain other characteristics and the latter 
may serve as models if the legislature, 
once again, seeks to express the will of 
our people on this issue." 
Clark said the will of the people was 
expressed in the overwhelming adoption 
of Proposition 17 in the 1972 general elec­ 
tion. TTie legislature adopted a new death 
penalty law in. 1974.

"I’m sorry he lost,’’ Jimmy Carter 
said softly to no one in particular in the 
crowded station that also serves as a 
beer hangout. "He would have made a 
great mayor ’ 
Billy Carter had just heard the news 
from the vote counters at the town hall 
next door. He had lost in his effort to un­ 
seat incumbent Mayor A.L. Blanton, 90 
71, a bigger margin than two years ago 
when Blanton won by six votes. 
"It was hard for Billy to overcome all 
the publicity and his brother probably 
cost him the election. The people in 
Plains have enough Carters winning 
elections," Carter said during his visit.

Ford invites 
many to final 
state dinner 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It was Presi­ 
dent Ford’s last scheduled state dinner 
for a foreign leader and he invited many 
old friends from the Republican party, 
his Michigan home town and the worlds 
of corporate lobbying, show business and 
sports. 
As one aide put it, the Monday night af­ 
fair officially honored Italian Prime 
Minister Giulio Andreotti but also "was 
a farewell of sorts and the President’s 
way of saying thank you" to some of the 
people who helped him try and win a full 
four-year term in the Oval Office. 
At one point the guests gave Ford a 
standing ovation after hearing singer 
Tony Orlando declare: "This is the year 
I met a President and boy what a great 
one I met!” 
Ford planned no public appearances 
today. He arranged a round of meetings 
with staff members and budget experts 
before attending a private reception 
tonight at his country club in suburban 
Bethesda. Md. 
During the Andreotti dinner, Ford of­ 
fered a traditional diplomatic toast to 
the Italian visitor and said nothing to 
suggest the affair was unlike others he 
had hosted for previous visiting 
dignitaries. 
Among those in attendance were many 
VIPs regularly seen at such events — 
Henry Kissinger, Nelson Rockefeller, 
Chief Justice Warren Burger, ranking 
White House aides and members of 
Congress. 
But the dinner and formal welcome 
earlier in the day for Andreotti were 
Ford’s most extensive ceremonial ac­ 
tivities since the election and, barring 
unexpected developments, were the last 
he will give for a foreign leader. 


ATLANTA (UPI) - President-elect 
Jimmy Carter motored here from his 
home town in heavy rain and fog today 
for an intensive round of interviews with 
prospective Cabinet appointees, in­ 
cluding nuclear physicist Dr. Harold 
Brown. 
Brown is reportedlly being considered 
by Carter to replace Donald Rumsfeld as 
defense secretary. 
Carter was scheduled to fly here from 
Plains, Ga , but the soupy weather 
forced him to take a three-hour and 15- 
minute automobile ride. His first stop 
was at the office of his dentist, Dr. L.R. 
Sanderson, to have his teeth checked. 
Carter was scheduled to conduct inter­ 
views throughout the day at the gover­ 
nor’s mansion, where he will spend the 
night. He will conduct more meetings 
Wednesday morning before flying to 
Washington. 
Later this week, Carter is expected to 
talk to Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., re­ 
ported to be one of the potential can­ 
didates for either attorney general or 
secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
During his two days in Washington 
before returning to Plains Friday, 
Carter will meet with the new House 
Democratic leadership, a panel of 
northeastern governors on the energy 
problem, and with Rumsfeld and Pen­ 
tagon policy planners, including the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff 


the Carter Cabinet, she replied: "We 
haven’t got anything to say.” 
Miss Jordan, who won a measure of 
national attention as a member of the 
Nixon impeachment committee and as a 
keynote speaker at this year’s 
Democratic National Convention, was 
expected to be interviewed for two possi­ 
ble Cabinet posts, attorney general and 
secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
Among others expected in Atlanta

Carter was governor of 
Georgia from 1971 until 1974. 


His house guest Monday night was 
Atlanta attorney Charles Kirbo, one of 
his closest advisers, who heads a team 
preparing the Vietnam pardon proclama­ 
tion Carter will issue during his first 
week in office. 
Kirbo has already indicated that he 
does not want to serve in Washington, 
but will be available for consultation.

The County Office of Environmental 
Quality (OEQ) was directed Monday by 
the Board of Supervisors to coordinate 
with the city of Lompoc, acting as the 
lead agency, to complete an environmen­ 
tal report prior to execution of a lease of 
county land in Lompoc for Lompoc city 
park purposes. 
In addition, the supervisors called on 
Administrative Officer Raymond 
Johnson to make a staff report and draw 
up the proposed lease for execution 
within 45 days. 
The 4.5 acre parcel is now the 
preferred site by the city for a $400,000 
racquetball facility, according to the 
Lompoc Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment. A private firm based in Ventura 
has proposed building and operating the 
indoor recreational facility, which would 
be open to the public for a user fee. 


Johnson told the board that two reports 
are needed involving the former county 
airport property near the Lompoc Shopp­ 
ing Center and the high school. 
He said a report is needed on the en­ 
vironmental impact of leasing the 
property to the city as a park on a 50- 
year lease, along with a report by the 
Lompoc city planners as to whether the 
propose use conforms to the city's 
General Plan. 
The county now spends up to $3,000 a 
year on the property merely to abate 
weeds, said Johnson. The property was 
first deeded to the county by the War As­ 
sets Administration for operation as an 
airfield in 1948. A Lompoc county airport 
was established at another location, and 
the county has no plan to develop the 
property in the foreseeable future, 
Johnson asserted. 
Demos now seek to reform House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House 
Democrats picked a Massachusetts 
liberal and a Texas moderate for their 
top two leadership posts in the new 
Congress and turned their attention to 
reforming House operating procedures 
Both Rep. Thomas "Tip" O’Neill, a 
product of rough-and-tough Boston 
politics who was unopposed in the 
Democratic caucus Monday to succeed 
retiring Carl Albert as Speaker of the 
House, and his successor as majority 
leader, Texan Jim Wright, who won a 
slim 148-147 victory, pledged an all-out 
attack on unemployment as their top 
priority. 
Wright was a surprise winner over 
Rep. PhilUp Burton of California. Burton 
and Missouri Rep. Richard Bolling had 
been considered the front runners. 
The incumbent whip, John McFall of 
California, was the fourth man in the 
heated race and the first to drop out, 
after receiving only 31 votes on the first 
of three secret ballots. 


The caucus also elected Rep. Thomas 
Foley of Washington over Rep. Shirley 
Chisholm of New York for caucus 
chairman by a 194-96 vote 
The selection of officers by 
Democrats, who will continue to control 
the new Congress, was the first of a 
series of organizing moves, the caucus 
resumed discussion today on a series of 
proposed reforms in House operating 
procedures. 
House Republicans meet Thursday to 
elect their officers, with GOP leader 
John Rhodes expected to be renamed to 
that office. 
Only the No. 3 spot in the Democratic 
leadership, that of whip, remains to be 
filled and Democrats were ready today 
to consider a move to make the post elec­ 
tive. 
In the past, the Speaker and majority 
leader have appointed a whip, but since 
that job was the first step on the ladder 
to the speakership there has been a 


growing move to let the full membership 
make the dedision. Rep. John Brademas 
of Indiana is the only announced can­ 
didate for the office. 
O’Neill, who will turn 64 on Thursday, 
said President-elect Jimmy Carter 
telephoned him shortly after his nomina­ 
tion was approved on a roaring voice 
vote Monday He said Carter pledged full 
cooperation in the coming months. 
In his acceptance speech, O’Neill said 
his first priority "will be to put the un­ 
employed back to work." Carter has 
similarity stressed improvement of the 
nation’s economy, including an attack on 
unemployment. 
Wright told reporters after the 
meeting th at the Congress must 
"build progressive legislation" to* 
help solve unemployment. 


Burton, Bolling, and McFall accepted 
defeat in the traditional style of urging 
party unity to work with the first 
Democratic President in eight years. 


Waldheim chosen 
as U.N. secretary 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Kuit 
Waldheim of Austria was chosen for a se­ 
cond five-year term as U N. Secretary 
General today by a 14-0 vote in the 
Security Council with one abstention. 
Luis Echeverria, who retired last 
week as president of Mexico, received 
three votes to succeed Waldheim, who 
has held the post since 1971, with five 
votes against his candidacy and seven 
members abstaining. 
Diplomatic sources said Panama ab­ 
stained in the decisive vote on 
Waldheim’s selection. 
Waldheim’s designation came on the 
second ballot in a closed meeting of the 
15-nation Council. His candidacy was 
vetoed, presumably by China, on the first 
ballot. 
His first term ends Dec. 31. 


Navyman seeks Pearl Harbor debt 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Joe Bachner 
says the Navy owes him $21 because he 
was only following orders when he aban­ 
doned ship during the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor Dec. 7, 1941, and the bat- 
tlewagon California sank, carrying his 
paycheck with it. 
"It certainly wasn’t my fault that the 
California sank with all my gear - and 
my money - that morning,’’ Bachner 
said in an interview Monday on the eve of 
the anniversary of the bombing. 
"And I was only following orders when 
I abandoned ship, leaped into the water 
and swam ashore.... But I’ve never been 
able to convince the Navy that I should 
be rapaid for that clothing allowance and 
paid for that month’s duty. 
"I’m agreeable to a compromise. If 
they’ll pay me the $21, we’ll forget about 
the clothing allowance — and the ac­ 
cumulated 35 years of interest." 
Bachner. president of the Pearl Har- 


bor Survivors Association, was a 
radioman 3.C., aboard the California at 
the time of its sinking. 
He said he was on duty at the time and 
the first order he heard was "Fire." 
This, he said, sent crewmen scurrying 
for fire hoses and hydrants. 
"We thought it was a fire drill and 
scrambled for our hose stations,” he 
recalled. "In his haste to give the alarm, 
the bosun’s mate gave the Fire’ instead 
of ‘Open fire’ alarm.’ 
"Even though I was three decks below, 
I sensed something was wrong and 
headed for my battle station in the conn­ 
ing tower, figuring that was about the 
safest place to be. However, we were 
without communications as a torpedo 
had hit the radio room and knocked out 
all our gear. 
"The operators abandoned the radio 
shack and went to an aid collection sta­ 
tion on deck. Thirty minutes later a 


bomb hit the collection station and killed 
six of them." 
Bachner said the California took three 
torpedo hits, which doomed the vessel 
He said he remembers when he leaped 
for his life into the water. 
"It was 9:55 a.m. I know because my 
watch stopped the minute I hit the water. 
I still have that watch somewhere in the 
bottom of one of my drawers at home."

OEQ fund 
transfer 
okayed 


The Board of Supervisors 
voted Monday to approve a 
transfer of 94.000 in County Of­ 
fice of Environmental Quality 
(OEQ) funds to augment OEQ 
staff work on a public en­ 
vironmental review project 
covering a 300-acre area just 
north of the town of Santa Ynez. 
Environmental 
Coordinator 
Albert F. Reynolds said his of­ 
fice can carry out the project — 
which comes at a time when 
developers are seeking to 
process several residential 
projects and when the Planning 
Commission has taken action to 
initiate rezoning of numerous 
parcels from residential-estate 
category to agriculture. 
Reynolds said staff work can 
handle the project with the ex­ 
ception of about $4,000 needed 
to hire consultants in areas of 
ag ricu ltu ral testing and 
economics, geotechnical sur­ 
vey, and in report preparation. 
He declared he can shift $4,000 
to this project by reallocating 
department funds. 
The report is to be carried out 
concurrently with an en­ 
vironmental document funded 
by private applicants seeking 
development and lot splits in­ 
volving about 140 acres in the 
same area, declared Reynolds. 
Reynolds told the board he 
will have proposals back from 
“four or five” consultants Dec. 
20 as to scope and costs of the 
impact of projects proposed by 
Santa Barbara developer 
Michael Towbes and others. He 
declared he also hopes to have a 
Draft Environmental Impact 
Report (EIR) set up in about a 
month on the 300-acre sub­ 
regional study. 
The board was told that OEQ 
would hope to set up a public 
hearing on the EIR based on the 
proposed d ev elo p m en ts 
sometime next March. 
Reynolds and Environmental 
Specialist Cindy Sage explained 
to the board that the 300-acre 
area — just north of the Santa 
Ynez Community Services 
District area where a building 
moratorium is in effect due to 
septic tank failures — was ex­ 
empted from the Santa Ynez 
Valley agricultural rezoning 
study because it was largely 
made up of properties zoned for 
one-acre estate development. 
But the Planning Commis­ 
sion, hearing testimony that it 
includes blocks of good 
agricultural land, decided to in- 
itiate rezoning, and en­ 
vironmental review is required. 
Tom Hale, Of a Solvang 
engineering office, protested 
the rezoning study, as did 
developer Towbes. who said he 
was “caught in the middle.” 
“It's not good planning to 
wait until there are applica­ 
tions for subdivisions and then 
find out that the zoning is con­ 
sidered wrong," he said “We 
ask that our maps be processed 
according to law without con­ 
currently proceeding with 
rezoning.” 
Among other things, the en­ 
vironmental studies 
is ex­ 
pected to show viability of 
agricultural land in the area.

Any misdemeanor complaint 
would be on the basis of alleged 
zoning violations regarding the 
compound on Santa Rosa Rd., 
near Buellton, county officials 
said.

The county counsel’s office 
informed the board it felt a 
crim inal proceeding was 
preferable to a civil action, as 
the latter action would take too 
long 


The board voted 3-2 against a 
motion by Supervisor Francis 
H. Beattie to deny Walker’s ap­ 
peal, and then approved by the 
same vote a motion by Super­ 
visor Robert E. Kallman to con­ 
tinue the matter 90 days. 
Bob Flowers, an employe of a 
Santa Barbara engineering

Board members gave as­ 
surance to the representatives 
of the county’s largest employe 
group that they would seek to 
come up with an alternate 
program aim ed a t sup­ 
plementing the present county 
retirement system with more 
benefits to make up for loss of 
Social Security. 
County employes would have 
the chance within a year of 
voting on the issue, and should 
know by then the details of an 
alternate program, Beattie 
pointed out. 
The county would gain by not 
having to contribute about $1.5 
million a year to the program.

A new and simplified variable 
schedule for County Planning 
Department fees - approved 
by the Board of Supervisors 
Monday — is seen as being an 
improvement to the existing 
fixed fee system for both appli­ 
cants and the county, county 
supervisors were informed. 
The new schedule is effective 
on Jan. 3,1977, Planning Direc­ 
tor Britt Johnson stated. Some 
fees will remain fixed as at pre­ 
sent, he said. 
Assistant County Planning 
Director Paul Wack, who 
worked with the auditor- 
controller to devise the new 
system, said the office of 
Auditor-Controller William 
Parsons will assist the Planning 
Department in the accounting 
work necessary. 
Wack said the new system 
could represent lower charges 
for applicants in certain cases 
than is now charged, ami could 
result in higher charges in some 
other cases above current, 
levels, based on a strict cost- 
accounting system.

Kilgore said the present 
county system was deficient in 
many Social Security benefits 
that would be lost, and pointed 
to examples of county retirees 
who were having a difficult 
time making ends meet with 
Social Security and county pen­ 
sion payments. 
Kallman pointed out that the

Oliver said, however, he had

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
With the opening day rituals of 
the 1977 legislature over, the 
Senate Rules Committee today 
focused on choosing a chairman 
for the powerful Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
With property tax foremost in 
the minds of legislators, the 
chairman of the Finance Com­ 
mittee will (day a major role in 
the fashioning of such legisla­ 
tion and support — or opposi­ 
tion — to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. in his promise to try 
and avoid new taxes this year. 
Two veteran Democratic law­ 
makers vied for the top post on 
the important committee which 
hears all money bills. It also 
has been a traditional road­ 
block for controversial measu­ 
res. 
Sens. Nicholas Petris of 
Oakland, a member of the 
Rules Committee, and Alfred 
Alquist of San Jose were con­ 
sidered the frontrunners for the 
post. A possible compromise 
candidate for the coveted spot 
is Sen. Albert S. Rodda, D- 
Sacrmento. 
Petris apparently won the 
edge for the Finance Commit­ 
tee job because of the selection 
Monday of second-term Sen. 
Jerome Smith of Saratoga to 
fill a Democratic vacancy on 
the Rules Committee. 
In a hard-fought contest 
behind closed doors. Smith 
defeated veteran Sen. George 
Zenovich of Fresno for the post 
on the five-member committee, 
which is led by Senate Presi­ 
dent Pro Tern James R. Mills, 
D-San D iego. Zenovich 
reportedly favored Alquist for 
the finance chairmanship. 
Smith told reporters he had 
an open mind about the selec­ 
tion, but when pressed, said, “ If 
I was compelled to decide at 
this moment, Sen. Petris sure 
stands out as a very positive 
candidate.“ 
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In an unusual move on the 
first day of “ organizing week,” 
Republicans selected freshman 
Sen. W illiam Campbell of 
Hacienda Heights, a former As­ 
semblyman, for the Rules Com­ 
mittee. They also chose John 
Stull of Escondido as their 
other representative on the 
committee. 


Mills and Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy, D-San Fran­ 
cisco, were re-elected to their 
posts without opposition. As­ 
sembly Democrats also chose 
freshman Art Agnos of San 
Francisco as the m ajority 
whip, the No. 3 party job. 


Agnos was McCarthy’s top 
political aide for eight years 
and was instrumental in the 
campaigns of many assem­ 
blymen, hence his quick move 
to a position of influence.

MOSCOW (U P I) - Libyan 
leader Col. Moammar Khadafy, 
visiting Moscow in search of 
more Soviet aid, conferred to­ 
day for a second time with 
Soviet Communist party Gener­ 
al Secretary Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev.

Chairman William Leonard of 
the state Highway Commission 
said the report “ corroborates” 
the commission’s belief that the 
department has concealed 
funds to further its plan to 
reduce road construction. The 
commission favors an ac­ 
celerated road construction 
program. 


The auditor general said state 
highway budgets were mis­ 
leading. It said the budget sub­ 
mitted last Jan. 10 shows es­ 
timated expenditures almost 40 
per cent greater than the 
original budget submitted a 
year earlier although substan­ 
tial action had been taken to 
reduce expenditures 


“ Hie paradox that the budget 
reports show the highway 
program being significantly ex­ 
panded when, in fact, it was be­ 
ing substantially reduced, oc­ 
curred because neither the 
budget nor the related account­ 
ing records reflect transactions 
on a consistent basis necessary 


for the budget to represent the 
financial plan,’’ the report said.

American prisoners, backed by 
Canadians, Mexicans and other 
Latin Americans, today refused 
to eat for the second straight 
day in hopes of securing early 
release. 
The American prisoners, 
most of whom are held on drug- 
related charges, say former 
President Luis Echeverria 
promised legislation streamlin­ 
ing parole procedures before he 
left office Nov. 30. 
Now the prisoners want the 
new government of President 
Jose Lopez Portillo to have 
Congress amend the nation’s 
penal code before it adjourns 
Dec. 30 or return them to the 
United States under a prisoner 
exchange plan signed by the 
United States and Mexico last 
month. That plan awaits formal 
ratification. 
The fasting will go on “ until 


we drop, or the Mexican 
government does something to 
rectify this situation,” inmates 
told reporters who toured one of 
the prisons Monday. 
The strike affected three 
prisons in Mexico City — Santa 
Maria, Oriente and Norte — 
and reportedly was in effect at 
other institutions around the 
country. 
Nearly 600 Americans are 
held in Mexican prisons. 
Prisoners estimated that 450 in­ 
mates in Mexico City were par­ 
ticipating in the hunger strike, 
including 120 American men 
and 40 American women.

Growing older 
Advertisers neglect 
22 million buyers

This one takes the cake! A consultant panel of the National Advertising 
Review Board assures us solemnly that "the elderly are portrayed fairly and 
realistically in national advertising.” 
Translation. When senior citizens are used for background in ads and tv com­ 
mercials, they are not pictured as dithering idiots. They are not shown as 
uglies or wild-eyed lunatics. 
We thank the National Advertising Review Board. 
The prestigious board checks the content of national advertising for honesty 
and good taste. We think that it was very thoughtful of the board to make that 
study As its publicity tells us, it “concentrated” many months of study and 
review on this question: “Does advertising, to any significant degree, present 
old people in an unfavorable or derogatory manner?” 
The board members worked up an answer which makes them glow with 
pride The members, all important advertising and publicity executives, 
checked with the National Council of Aging. They interviewed newspaper and 
magazine editors They talked with hundreds of companies which advertise ex­ 
tensively. They consulted with tv and radio networks 
The panel members themselves watched out for insults to us oldies in their 
individual reading and in their personal tv and radio viewing and listening. 
That way, they managed to select 150 print ads and the same number of broad­ 
cast commercials relevant to the study. None of the ads were deemed 
derogatory to the aged. 
. 
Now. dear readers, pretend that you are advertising copywriters. How long 
would you keep your job if you turned in copy “derogatory” to 22 million possi­ 
ble customers? All right, don’t answer that. It’s a foolish question. Just think of 
the many millions of ads and commercials which appear. In how many ads are 
the buying concerns of oldsters mentioned even in passing7 
We do come on strong and attractive in the field of stickums which keep our 
dental plates from falling out. We also find aging mothers advising daughters 
always accept mamma’s advice. They are nice children. (When last did your 
children take advice from you?) 
. 
But then we recall those great tv commercials about a beautiful young 
housewife. Her mother-in-law is coming for supper. Great acting there. What 
fear! What trepidation! Will his mother criticize the furniture? The food? The 
cleanliness of the house? The way she is bringng up the grandchild? One can 
almost hear the lovely daughter-in-law muttering, “Why can’t the old busybody 
stay home?” 
In that commercial, at least, the elderly have a role to play and words to 
speak. Also, commercials sometimes permit us oldies to remember how some 
pills always relieved our ailments when we were young. But those are excep­ 
tional cases. Could that be the reason why, in months of study covering many 
thousands of advertisements, the National Advertising Review Board couldn’t 
find more than 150 ads and commercials that include the aging? 
It may comfort the National Advertising Review Board to learn that adver­ 
tisers are not alone in neglecting senior citizens 
The print media as a whole are equally guilty. There are few newspapers or 
national magazines which pay much regular attention to them. 
The real trouble is not the advertising neglect of older Americans. It’s a mat­ 
ter of marketing neglect, manufacturing neglect, packaging neglect Clothing 
makers are not designing wearables suitable for older women (or older men, 
either). Food processors aren’t offering a wide variety of small-quantity 
packages for elderly couples or widowed people. 
It is safe to say that the business world will not consider us seniors unless we, 
ourselves, do something about the matter. Will readers of this column write to 
tell me w.iat they think manufacturers should make especially and particularly 
for over-eOs? Additional suggestions will be welcome covering special con­ 
veniences for seniors which we can’t find in the stores. 
PS To the Business World; Twenty-two million of us get an average of 1200 
per month in Social Security alone. That’s 94.4 billion that we surely spend 
What do you make that we’ll want to buy?

Livestockmen, farmers concerned 
over perfect" fall valley weather 


By KING MERRILL 
The rolling hills of the Santa 
Ynez Valley which as recently 
as a couple of weeks ago were 
cloaked in a heavy mantle of 
green to provide tender, lush 
feed for cattle, sheep and other 
livestock, have now turned to a 
deep, dry leathery shade of 
brown due to the lack of late 
autumn and early December 
rain. 
A ccording 
to w eather 
forecasters, an invisible barrier 
of high pressure is preventing 
for the second straight year 
seasonal processions of storms 
from reaching California. 
The weather pattern for the 
past week has been marked by 
bright, warm sunny days and 
frosty mornings with the mer­ 
cury dipping to 32 degrees or 
below. 
Pm t that the area may be in 
for another “dry year,” — a 
skimpy flat 10 inches was 
recorded in the valley for the 
1975-’76 season which ended last 
June 30 — is being expressed by 
livestockmen and farmers 
throughout the area 
Although the season total thus 
far is 6.85 inches, the rains 
which have fallen came at the 
wrong time and caused thou­ 
sands upon thousands of dollars 
in losses to hay, tomato, grape 
and walnut growers in the 
valley. 
This year's season started 
with a pair of rains in August, 
followed by unprecedented 
precipitation in September 
which dropped a total of 5.05 in­ 
ches. followed by 95 in October 
and .45 for the last rain Nov. 11. 
In 1975. November produced 
but 65 of an inch and a single 
rain Dec 20 brought a sparse 
20 of an inch. It did not rain 
again last year until Feb. 5 
when .10 of an inch was 
recorded. Several storms hit 
the area in February of 1975 to 
dump a month’s total of 5.5 in­ 
ches 
D e sc r ib in g th e c a ttle 
business today as a “losing 
proposition.’’ Charles Hollister 
of the Santa Ynez Valley Sales 
Yard north of Buell ton, said the 
current rainless spell and dry­ 
ing up of natural range grasses 


was “partially to blame for the 
depressed market.” 
He noted that the number of 
cattle in the valley was down 
from last year, with many 
ranchers already beginning to 
move out the livestock to the 
sales yards. Some he noted 
were already beginning sup­ 
plemental feeding of hay. 
Price wise, fat cattle were 
bringing 41 cents, steer calves 
38 cents, feeder steers 34 cents, 
feeder heifers 28 cents, heifer 
calves 28 and cows 24 cents. 
Overall, the price is about three 
to four cents lower in all 
categories than it was last year. 
Hollister noted. 
Valley farmers who have 
planted land to grain crops — 
notably barley, oats and wheat 
— are worried about the lack of 
rainfall Those with the ability 
to apply water to their fields 
were moving about setting up 
irrigation sprinkler systems 
while others who are strictly 
dry land farmers were crossing 
their fingers in the hope that 
the weather would change and 
rain would fall from the sky. 
Last year’s minimal rainfall 
year produced an average of a 
ton to a ton and a half of oat hay 
on dry land, while those who 
could irrigate netted as much 
as five tons to the acre. 
Barn stored hay which had 
not been hit by the unusual ear 


ly rains this season was com 
manding top prices of $100 for 
oats and as much as $120 a ton 
for alfalfa. 
Although the rate of evapora­ 
tion and the resultant loss in 
water storage had declined 
greatly due to the current 
weather pattern, the water 
level at Lake Cachuma behind 
Bradbury Dam in the upper 
valley continued to decline. 
As of yesterday, the 205,000 
acre feet capacity reservoir 
contained 141,045 acre feet of 
storage and the crest of the lake 
was 23 02 feet below the 
spillway. 
Elevation of the lake was 
726.74 feet, which is slightly 
above one of the low est 
elevations ever recorded at 
Cachuma - 724.83 feet in 1972 
The average elevation over a 
17-year period has been 740.04 
feet. In 1973, 1974 and 1975 the 
dam spilled each year. 


Water from the reservoir, 
which was built in 1953 by the 
U S, Bureau of Reclamation 
and designed to provide a supp­ 
ly of water during a seven-year 
dry period, is sold at a present 
annual rate of 28,700 acre feet 
under contract to various dis­ 
tricts in the Santa Ynez Valley. 
Santa Barbara and South Coast 
region 
An additional several thou­ 


sand acre feet of water is also 
sold to the districts. 
Conversely, the current 
“perfect weather” pattern of 
fair, sunshiny days, is proving 
helpful to those engaged in the 
building industry. 
The tempo of new construc­ 
tion in the valley shows a 
month-by-month increase, with 
the majority of permits being 
issued for single family dwell­ 
ings 
At the Santa Ynez Valley 
High School, the current $2.18 
million building program which 
was started last July and which 
represents the largest single 
major construction project now 
going on in the valley, is nearly 
30 per cent complete with con­ 
struction about 4.5 per cent 
ahead of schedule. 
The building program encom­ 
passes construction of a new 
g y m n a siu m , v o c a tio n a l 
building, including ag and auto 
shop, and 250-seat auditorium 
with teaching stations and 
facilities 


Area building 
at high level 


Building activity continued at 
a high level in the Santa Ynez 
Valley during the month of 
November with the county 
building department issuing 73 
permits with a total evaluation 
of $1.759.500. 
November’s building tempo 
exceeded the previous month 
when permits with a value of 
$1,039.200 were issued. 
The total evaluation of per­ 
mits for the 11 month period 
beginning last January in the 
valley totals $14,873,100, which 
tops the 12 month total for 1975 
in the valley of $12,045,600. 
Of the 73 permits issued for 
November. 17 were for single 
family residences. 


Dependent on the availability 
of water and sewer service at 
the time of construction, a can 
and will serve commitment has 
been given by the directors of 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District to R and F 
Development Co., for the 
building of a 47-unit apartment 
complex at the northwest cor­ 
ner of A lisal Road and 
Eucalyptus Drive. 
Jack Rogers, representing 
the firm, said the can and will 
serve letter was sought for 
presentation to the county of­ 
fice of Environmental Quality 
as part of an EIR report.

Raider pride saves 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - Now, everyone will have 
to believe the Oakland Raiders. 
All week long leading up to Monday night’s game 
against the Cincinnati Bengals, people everywhere, in­ 
cluding the Pittsburgh Steelers, suggested the Raiders 
wouldn’t go all out because if they lost to Cincinnati, 
their old rivals, the Steelers, would be denied a spot in 
the forthcoming AFC Playoffs. 
So, the Raiders who talk often of pride, went out and 
smacked the Bengals, 35-10, on national television 
where everyone could see them, with Ken Stabler 
throwing four touchdown passes for a season total of 
27. That put the Bengals on the outside looking in to­ 
day, while the Steelers seem to be sitting in pretty 
good position. 
“I said last week that the talk by the Steelers was 
stupid, and I still say it’s stupid,” said Raiders’ Coach 
John Madden. “I can’t believe any club would make 
such a suggestion — that we would deliberately lay 
down so that we could decide who would play in the 
playoffs....” 


By beating Cincinnati the Raiders improved their 
record to 12-1, the best mark in the National Football 
League, and clinched the home field edge for the 
playoffs. That had been their goal right along, so when 
the playoffs open the weekend of Dec. 18-19, Oakland 
will be one of the host teams. 
It looks now as if the rest of the AFC lineup will he 
made up of Baltimore, as the East champ, Pittsburgh, 
as the Central champ, and New England, as the wild­ 
card team. 
Of course Pittsburgh, two-time defending Super 
Bowl champion, hasn’t clinched anything yet. But the 
Steelers can take care of that chore Saturday by 
beating the Houston Oilers in the final regular season 
game. 
The Bengals can still make it but they would have to 
beat the New York Jets in their final game while the 
Steelers lose to Houston in order to finish ahead of Pit­ 
tsburgh, which beat them twice this year. 
The Bengals made a game of it Monday night for the 
first half. They trailed only by 21-13 with a fairly

balanced offense, but in the second half they gained 
only 36 rushing yards as Ken Anderson abandoned the 
run and went to the air. 
It was a poor move because the Raider defense 
started teeing off on Anderson and the harder he tried, 
the worse things became. In the end, Anderson com­ 
pleted only nine passes in 20 second-half attempts and 
worse than that, he was intercepted three times. That 
put the Bengals’ defense in the hole and Stabler quick­ 
ly ran off a pair of touchdowns to seal the verdict.

The Bengals got their points on a 40 yard pass by 
Anderson to John McDaniel, a one-yard smash by Stan 
Fritts and a 21-yard run by Archie Griffin. 
“If Oakland can play any better, I would hate to see 
it," said Bengals’ Coach Bill Johnson.

How the Rams missed O.J.

Q. How does Dr. J feel about playing in the National Basketball 
Association? Does he think it’s a better league? — T.A., Elizabeth, 
N.J. 


Q. Where did Steve Grogan of the New England Patriots go to 
school and when was he drafted? — L.B., Quincy, Mass. 
A. The 64 quarterback was a fifth round ¿raft choice of the 
Patriots in 1975, out of Kansas State. He was relatively unheralded 
because he had suffered a pinched nerve in his neck his senior year 
which made the pro scouts leery of his future as a pro. 
Q. 1 understand the infield fly rule is in effect if there are less 
than two out and men on first and second, or men on first, second 
and third. Now my question is why not when there is a man cm first 
only? There is still a force at second base, so the infielder could 
fake it and get a double play. - Dick Blanchard, Tustin, Calif. 
A. Not if the batter is hustling like he should and running all out 
to first base. The infield fly rule only applies with multiple men on 
base because they’d be sitting ducks for a double play if the in- 
fielder decided to let the ball drop. With only one man on, the dou­ 
ble play is dubious. 
Q. How tall is Pat Haden, the young quarterback who is now 
starting for the Los Angeles Rams? When was he drafted, and in 
what round? — L.L., Garden Grove, Calif. 


A. It’s exciting for him, but Julius Erving says frankly, "I would 
have been content to play my entire career in the ABA. Basketball 
is basketball. Now we have a combination of the best players in the 
world. Players coming over from the ABA have made all teams 
better. That’s the only reason the NBA is now a better league.” 
The front line of the Philadelphia 76ers, the most spectacular 
team, is all ex-ABA - Dr. J., George McGinnis and Caldwell 
Jones. 
Q. Who do you think is the best quarterback in professional foot­ 
ball now? - D.D., Covington, Ky. 
A. Four names crane to mind — Frank Tarkenton, Ken Stabler, 
Bert Jones and Ken Anderson. Because of their mobility and 
strength of arm, Jones and Anderson get a lot of support. Fran is 
ever wily. But my personal pick, for the way he calls a game and 
his imcomparable throwing accuracy, is the lefthander, Stabler, 
even if he can’t run like he used to a couple of years ago. 
Q. What do they mean by a safety valve pass in football? I hear 
the announcers use the term but they never explain it. — D.E. San 
Rafael. Calif. 


A. The program lists him at 5-11, but Pat is actuaUly closer to 5- 
10, which makes him the shortest quarterback in pro ball. John 
McKay also called him the best passer he ever coached, which 
makes up for a lot of size. The Rams picked him in the seventh 
round in 1975. but he played in the World Football League part of 
that season before going off to Oxford as a Rhodes scholar. 
Q. Is it true that Coach Chuck Knox of the Los Angeles Rams was 
ordered by his owner to start quarterback Pat Haden over Jim 
Harris in the crucial game with the San Francisco 49ers? I read a 
story to that effect. - P.M., San Rafael, Calif. 
A. Knox, when I asked him about it, denied it. He said that he 
does discuss his game plans with owner Carroll Rosenbloom. It is a 
known fact that Rosenbloom has been pushing for more game time 
for Haden since the Minnesota game early in the season. It’s also 
well established that the Ram players really leaned to the more ex­ 
perienced Harris as the man they wanted at quarterback. Either 
way. the Rams are almost a cinch to win their division title. So 
much for that sensitive story. 


Q. Is there anything wrong with Jim Plunkett’s arm? He doesn’t 
seem to have as much zip on the ball as he used to when he was 
with the New England Patriots.

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
property tax reform measure 
won’t be unveiled for weeks, an 
aide said Monday as a number 
of rival plans were introduced 
during the opening session of 
the legislature. 
Brown's legislative assistant 
Tony Dougherty said negotia­ 
tions and discussions on the ad­ 
ministration package were far 


from completed. He said a bill 
was not likely to be prepared 
until early next year. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy. D-San Francisco, 
agreed, ‘‘1 would not expect to 
see the measure put together 
and considered before perhaps 
February.” 
Faced with what legislators 
fear will be a taxpayer 
rebellion, homeowner tax relief 


loomed as one of 1977’s major 
issues. Intertw ined with 
property taxes is the com­ 
plicated, and probably expen­ 
sive, problem of equalizing 
financing for the state’s 
schools. 
The Brown administration 
earlier disclosed the rough out­ 
line of a bill, one of several

85.000. from the current 81.750 
to 86.750. But the committee 
balked on a 4-8 party-line vote. 
Cline described himself as 
“appalled at the lack of respon­

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Secret study 


WASHINGTON — Billions of dollars 
are being spent to extract oil from 
Alaska’s frozen tundra. Yet, no one has 
thoroughly considered how to ship the oil 
out of Alaska. 
A secret study commissioned by 
Alaskan state authorities reveals that 
the 165.000-ton oil tankers may not be 
able to navigate safely 
through the state’s 
m ain se a p o r t of 
V a ld ez. 
The 
treacherous wind and 
weather conditions 
around Valdez may 
make it impossible. 
The 
confidential 
study was conducted 
at a ship model basin 
in the Netherlands. It 
sim ulated weather 
and geographical con­ 
ditions around Port 
Valdez to determine 
whether the tankers 
cou ld 
n a v ig a te 
through the Valdez 
Narrows which are 
usually negotiated by much smaller ves­ 
sels. 
Results of the study were startling. 
The Alaskan State Pipeline Coor­ 
dinator’s office concluded that tran­ 
sporting oil through Valdez would be a 
tricky and dangerous operation at best 
First, the tankers must sail through 
the Valdez Narrows Those experienced 
with the tight passage claim that winds 
often whip through at speeds of up to 200 
miles per hour. 
Going through the Narrows in a mam­ 
moth tanker, say our sources, would be 
like threading a massive needle through 
a moving hole. To make matters worse, 
there’s a dangerous rock barrier right in 
the middle of the Narrows. 
No ship as Urge as the giant oil 
tankers has ever attempted to navigate 
this perilous passageway. Despite the 
dangers, there’s not even a weather 
facility at the Valdez Narrows to guide 
the ships. 
The study further noted that, by law, 
all of this difficult navigation must be 
done exclusively by U.S. seamen. But, 
say our sources, there are no U.S. 
navigators sufficiently experienced to 
bring the supertankers through the 
Narrows. 
To demonstrate the dangers, Alaskan 
authorities commissioned the simulated 
laboratory test runs in full-size mock 
ships at the Dutch fadUty.

WASHINGTON - A president is 
elected for four years, with eight years 
the duration of his tenure under an 
amendment to the Constitution. A 
member of the Federal Reserve Board is 
appointed for 14 years. This says 
something about the intention to make 
the Fed a'body in­ 
dependent of the ups 
and downs of politics. 
During the cam ­ 
paign Jimmy Carter 
expressed the belief 
that the term of the 
president and the 
Fed’s chairman should 
be the same. This 
looked to many as an 
attack on the in­ 
dependence of the 
sy ste m th a t has 
served as a monitor of 
the nation’s money 
supply. In this view it 
has been a brake on in­ 
flation and a no-go 
sign for the eager 
beavers who would like to start the pres­ 
ses turning out more money. 
During his brief Washington interlude, 
Carter met with Federal Reserve 
Chairman Arthur Burns and one result 
was that he seemed to retreat from his 
campaign position. 
Burns’ term as chairman expires on 
Jan. SI, 1978, his second four-year term 
He will serve as a member of the board 
until January of 1984. 
It would be helpful to have a tape 
recording of that Carter-Burns ex­ 
change. Yet the outcome speaks for 
itself. The shrewd chairman of the Fed 
had made his peace with the Incoming 
president and, this observer would be 
willing to wager, without compromising 
his strongly held opinions on restraining 
the money flow in order to hold down in­ 
flation. 
A recent editorial in the Wall Street 
Journal twitted Bums for having talked 
in two or three different ways about if 
and when there should be a tax cut. 
While this may have been good clean fun, 
it seems to me to have been part of the 
shrewd Bums strategy of coming to 
terms with the president-elect without 
closing any of Carter’s options by a 
public statement. 
The economic outlook of the Feds 
chairman has been characterized above 
all by common sense. He has little 
patience with the conflicting views about 
a tax cut put forward by various 
economists, including Lawrence R. 
Klein of the Wharton School of the 
University of Pennsylvania, who is 
Carter’s chief economic adviser. Klein 
believes a quick tax cut would be the sur­ 
est way to put a deteriorating economy 
on the upward trade again. 
But if Carter’s aim, as he said 
repeatedly in the campaign, is to get the 
unemployed and the poor bade to work, a 
tax cut would help little if at all. It would 
benefit those in the middle and upper- 
m id die-tax brackets who pay the taxes 
Nor would a one-shot rebate, which Klein 
and others have discussed, be of little 
avail. 


Continuity is a word rarely heard in 
this transition interval. Yet the past can­ 
not be scrapped, as many in that list of 
132 appointees helping prepare for the 
new administration might like to 
believe. Can the new broom sweep sway 
the old and start afresh? 
That is impossible. Stability is an es­ 
sential element in the growth of the 
economy and confidence is a vital factor 
in that stability. This is, after all, a 
private-enterprise system and investors 
must be confident to put their money into 
new enterprise. 
This is where Bums and his under­ 
standing with Carter are all-important. 
It is a stabilizing influence that says a lot 
for the future. Bums is himself a reas­ 
suring figure with his plain-spoken 
speech, not littered with the gob- 
bledygook of professional economics. 
And even that hair parted in the middle 
says something about a solid past. 
Bums’ predecessor at the Fed was 
William McChesney Martin Jr. who 
served as chairman from 1951 to 1970, 
when he retired. Named first by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, he was given sub- 


sequent reappointments by Presidents 
Kennedy and Nixon. That was evidence 
of the non-political nature of the office. 


It has even been suggested that the 
chairmanship should be a lifetime job 
like that of the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court and the associate 
justices. Such a proposal would stir up 
the easy money boys on Capitol Hill. 
Martin often tangled with the in­ 
flationists, but like Bums, he held his 
ground and the rate of inflation during 
his years at the Fed stayed comparative­ 
ly low. 
A second key indicator on the economy 
to come will be Carter’s choice of a 
Secretary of the Treasury. This can be 
another assurance that he intends no 
radical monetary steps at the start of his 
administration. He does not need to 
name a bank president, as certain of his 
followers have suggested, but by 
designating a secretary with sound 
money experience he will have given 
himself room to carry out his cam­ 
paign promises on employment and 
welfare. 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 
Felix the vegetarian 


When I visited my mother in Guthrie, 
Okla., last spring during a weekend 
stopover on my way to Washington, I 
was sitting in the living room when I 
heard what appeared to be a knock at the 
door. 
Mom went to the door and in a moment 
there sauntered into 
the room an orange- 
striped cat that looked 
for all the world like 
the finicky feline 
named Morris on the 
pet food commercial 
on tv. 
That's Morris,” said 
Mom 
“THE Morris?” I 
asked. 
“No, this is OUR 
Morris,” she replied. 
“He’s not like the cat 
on tv. This one is a 
vegetarian.” 
I thought she was 
kidding, but upon 
following the cat into 
the kitchen, I saw his feeding dish and it 
contained fried potatoes (the kind 
smothered in onions — you can’t fault a 
cat for liking those!), com and a few sl­ 
iced beets, all of which had been left over 
from supper. 
If you’ve never seen a cat eating a sl­ 
iced beet or gnawing at some com on the 
cob, you have missed something! 
With this background, I was not 
terribly surprised to see an item from 
the University of California the other 
day telling about how nutritionists at the 
university’s campus in Davis are raising 
healthy vegetarian cats. 
I also thought it was some kind of coin- 
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cidence that the advice c h i vegetarian 
cats was being dispensed by an animal 
nutritionist at Davis named James G. 
Morris. 
If you can manage to keep your 
Morrises straight, here’s what the UC 
Davis Morris has to say about the proper 
feeding of cats. 
Give them a varied diet, avoid feeding 
lots of milk and never insult them by of­ 
fering dog food. 
Morris says that cats need protein and 
some different vitamins than those pre­ 
sent in commercial dog foods. Further­ 
more, a bowl of milk for the cat may not 
be good because some older cats have 
trouble digesting lactose in milk and 
develop gastrointestinal difficulties if 
fed too much of it. (I wonder if Morris 
has done any experiments on whether 
the new sweet acidophilus milk would 
remedy this problem in older cats?) 
Morris teaches animal nutrition to 
veterinary students, many of whom will 
end up with a small practice where cats 
will be a big part of their business. 
He found that little was known on the 
subject of cat nutrition and began to 
make a study of the situation. 
His initial research showed for the 
first time that cats can suffer from a 
deficiency of two essential vitamins — 
B-12 and biotin. 
“ These deficiencies now can be 
diagnosed in cats,” he said. “A biotin 
deficiency causes loss of hair and ac­ 
cumulation of dried secretions around 
the mouth and eyes. A B-12 deficiency is 
characterized by loss of body weight and 
certain biochemical changes.” 
Morris also found that cats do a good 
job of digesting most carbohydrates such 
as starches, a major class of food for 
animals formed primarily in green 
plants. 
“Because cats evolved as meat eaters, 
we would suspect that they did not need 
to develop or retain enzymes for 
digesting carbohydrates. It is fortunate 
that they did because most dry foods con­ 
tain carbohydrates in about equal 
proportions to protein,” says Morris. 
He has raised vegetarian cats that are 
now three years old and are in top health 
without ever having had any animal pro­ 
tein in their diets other than their 
mothers’ milk. 
“This means that as the demand for 
high quality animal protein for humans 
and other animals increases, cats can 
shift to a diet using only cereal grains 
and other plant products,” he added. 
Morris explained that most adult 
animals can go for extended periods with 
low levels of amino acids in their diet, 
but that cats appear to have lost their 
ability to conserve amino acids by 
regulating their rate of breakdown. In 
fact, Morris found, just one meal without 
the amino acid arginine can kill an adult 
cat. Fortunately, this is present in com­ 
mercial cat foods, he says. 
It obviously is found in potatoes, 
carrots, beets and other vegetables, too, 
for Morris (my mother’s cat) shows no 
signs of having a deficiency of any 
nature. 
Of course, there’s always the pos­ 
sibility that he mooches a dish of com­ 
mercial pet food elsewhere in the 
neighborhood and just comes home for 
his vegetables, but that’s something that 
needs more research.

Jacoby 
and 
Steiger 


I had mixed emotions Monday when I 
learned that Richard K. Jacoby had 
decided not to run for reelection in the 
school board race. His decision to step 
down means there will be two new f aces 
on the board. Gall Steiger, of course had 
previously announced she would not seek 
reelection. 
Voters will go to the 
polls on March 8. 
Jacoby’s decision 
came as no surprise. 
This reporter and I 
presume others knew 
that he was toying 
with the idea of not 
running again. Jacoby 
talked in that vein 
from the time that 
Steiger made her an­ 
nouncement. It was 
about that time also 
that Dep. County 
Clerk Ann Sweet had 
announced the dates 
and deadlines for fil­ 
ing nomination papers 
for the race and everything began to fall 
into place. 
L , 
Suddenly, the election in March of next 
year became a very real thing on the 
horizon. Talking about these affairs in 
this way makes it sound as though the 
election were tomorrow, but of course 
there are almost three months to go. 
Readers and observers at large are 
bound to talk about the school closure is­ 
sue as a possible factor in the decision of 
the two trustees not to seek reelection. 
The election and the bitter events of last 
spring are too closely associated not to. 
But each of the trustees in turn has as­ 
sured this reporter that there are other 
factors that motivated their respective 
decisions not to be candidates. All that, 
however, is another story. 
Highlights of the four-year careers of 
the two trustees on the board are 
jumbled and come to mind fragmentari- 
ly and in no particular order. 
Four years ago on the morning after 
the election, I called a former newspaper 
associate of Steiger’s in Ventura and told 
him Gail had not only won, but had been 
the top vote-getter in the election. The 
friend replied, “The hell, she did.” It 
was said with the obvious pleasure that 
one has when learning of some good for­ 
tune coming to a friend. 
It’s difficult on the spur of the moment 
to assess Steiger’s impact on the school 
district. Certainly, however, her courage 
stands out unmistakenly. At the height of 
one of the controversies that dotted the 
last four years, Steiger spoke resolutely 
in making a public apology for some ver­ 
bal miscue in talking over the telephone 
with a critic. “I apologized to you at that 
time,”she said as she sat at her place 
during a board m eeting. “ And I 
apologize to you here again, publicly.” 
Under duress during the telephonic ex­ 
change, she had apparently said 
something that she would rather have 
left unsaid. 
The resolute way she faced the issue 
inspired respect. 
Jacoby let it be known from the outset 
that he was his own man. He also made it 
dear that his vision of what a trustee and 
a school board should be, was that of a 
leader and not a follower. On one occa­ 
sion, even when faced with dissenting 
votes from his colleagues, he insisted 
that if the administration was to go on 
record with legislators for or against a 
piece of legislation, he, Jacoby, for one 
wanted to eyeball the bill first. 
When Jacoby was president of the 
board, and hence the one wielding the 
gavel, he made it dear that he was in 
charge. Once he interceded to have the 
board hear a statement by a mother, who 
had waited patiently through a long 
meeting for the chance to be heard 
Jacoby refused to consider a suggestion 
that would have forced the mother to 
wait until another meeting to be heard. 


Jacoby was always cool on the rare oc­ 
casions when critics spoke from the 
audience, usually thanking the critic for 
his presentation and always the model of 
courtesy. I got the impression that the 
courtesy was not just a matter of being 
diplomatic, although it was that. I got 
the impression that Jacoby was sincere­ 
ly concerned about everyone’s point of 
view and jealously guarded each per­ 
son’s right to be heard. 


Once, he made it clear he was not 
satisfied with a school principal’s ex­ 
planation that he, the principal, had not 
implemented certain recommendations 
by an accreditation team. Jacoby said in 
the future he wanted to know about 
recommendations of the accreditation 
team before any administrative decision 
to implement or not to implement Such 
attention to the details of the educational 
process were Jacoby’s stock in trade. 


You didn’t have to agree with him to 
respect his position, and the same goes 
for Steiger.
